Contingent on Passage

Some form of tax deduction 
will be recommended to the 
Board of Aldermen next spring, 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker told 
@ special session of the Board of 
Aldermen today. 

The relief is contingent on pas- 
gage by the aldermen of a bill 
increasing the present earnings 
tax to a full 1 per cent. It was 
for this purpose the aldermen 
were called into session, and the 
bill was introduced at once by 
Alderman Louis Aboussie 

.), Ninth Ward, chairman 
of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

The Board meets again tomor- 
row when the bill will be re- 
ferred to the Ways and Means 
Committee. That group is ex- 
pected to report the bill out fav- 
orably Friday. Under a suspen- 
sioh of the rules the bill could 
be enacted that same day. It 
would become effective Aug. 1. 

In his address, Mayor Tucker 
recalled that raising the earnings 
tax would automatically repeal 
four stopgap tax measures en- 
acted earlier to balance the cur- 
rent budget. 

While holding out the hope of 
a tax reduction next year, he 
emphasized that the full 1 per 
cent earnings tax must be 
enacted for the remainder of the 
current fiscal year. Since the 
tax will be collected for only 
five months this year, it will 
produce only about $4,500,000 in 
this period. All of this amount 
is needed to balance the current 
budget, he reminded the alder- 
men. 

‘“‘Next spring your board will 
be in a position to consider some 
type of tax reduction because 
the earnings tax will bring in 
$10,000,000 more during the full 
1960-61 fiscal year,” he contin- 
ued 


Not Before City Now. 

**The question of reduced taxes 
—other than the four stopgap 
measures—is not before us now. 

‘*‘I mention it today only to as- 
gure you that the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment will not 
forget its promise to recommend 
tax reductions to the Board of 
Aldermen next spring. What 
taxes should be cut—and how 
much—is a decision which both 
you and the board of estimate 
will be better able to make at 
that time.”’ 

Pointing out that the voters of 
St. Louis last July 14 voted by 
an overwhelming 9-to-1 majority 
to authorize the doubling of the 
earnings tax, the Mayor called 
this ‘about as clear a mandate 
from the people as we can-get.”’ 

The stopgap measures which 
will be repealed, if the new rate 
on earnings is enacted, are: A 
7-cent increase in the levy 
against each $100 of assessed 
valuation of real estate and 
tangible personal property; a 
¥4-cent increase per gallon in 
the tax on gasoline; an increase 
of 75 cents in the levy against 
each $1000 of sales of merchants 
and manufacturers, and an $8 
annual charge against house- 
holders for rubbish collection,

Olian signed statements yes- 
terday in which he admitted set-

in Clayton this year. “The war- 
rants covered a series of four 
fires which occurred last 
March 4, 

The 24-year-old Olian broke 
down and wept when he told of 
starting the fires which endan- 
gered the lives of many persons 
living in the multi-storied build- 
ings. Five of the fires he said he 
started, occurred last June 22. 

“T don’t know, I don’t know,” 
the slender 6-foot-3 Olian said 
when asked why he had touched 
off the fires. 
year-old wife, Joan, sat beside 
him as he confessed at St. Louis 
Police Headquarters. 

Olian, who lives at 1051 Ken- 
more drive, Kirkwood, was ar- 
rested by Detective Sgt. James 
Moran and Detective Cpl. Wil- 
liam LaPosha at the Statler Hil- 
ton Hotel. He had been sought 
for passing $600 in worthless 
checks and for not paying large 
bills at the Statler Hilton and 
Sheraton-Jefferson. hotels. 

The charges were admitted by 
Olian who then was permitted 
to call his wife.

GENEVA, July 22 (AP)—The 
States accused Russia today of

Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter made the accusation in 
a crucial big four conference 
session after Andrei A. Gromy- 
ko had once more rejected a 
Western effort to get him to cut 
his price for a truce in the Ber- 
lin. crisis. 

Gromyko said the Western 
proposal for continuing the big 
power conference during the pe- 
riod of a Berlin truce is not a 
basis for negotiation. 

He renewed an assurance that 
_ the Soviet Union would not take 
single-handed action against West 
Berlin during the truce or dur- 
ing subsequent negotiations 
which the great powers might 
hold on the future of Germany. 

But this fell short of what — 
West has demanded—guaran 
for West Berlin until Grae 
is reunified 

Strategy of Duress. 

Herter’s ransom’ charge was 
made in an unusually sharp 
speech. It was based on his 
argument that Russia wants the 
West to agree to a@ system of 
negotiation on Germany’s future 
which would leave Russsia free 
to crack down on West Berlin 
if it failed to get the kind of 
German settlement it wants. 

Herter denounced this as a 
strategy of duress. 

The Secretary, supported by 
British Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd and French Foreign Min- 
ister Maurice Couve de Mur- 
ville, has warned Gromyko that 
the Western powers will bring. 
the Geneva conference to an 
end soon unless they get some 
evidence of possible agreement. 

But today’s meeting brought 

no new Soviet concession on the 
key issue of negotiations du 

the proposed Berlin stands 
agreement. Gromyko has offered 
an 18-month truce. But he is in-» 
sisting on direct negotiations be- 
tween the two German regimes 
through creation of an all-Ger- 
man committee. 

“The way to restoration of 
German unity today,” he said, 
“lies only through rapproche- 
ment between the German Dem- 
ocratic Republic (East Ger- 
many) and the Federal Repub- 
lic (West Germany). We said's $0, 
we are saying so, and we will 
continue to say so.” 

18-Month Period. 

Under the Russian plan the 
all-German committee would 
have to finish its work in suc- 
cess or failure at the end of the 
18-month truce period. Negotia- 
tions would then revert to the 
big four powers in event of fail- 
ure.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 22~ 
Disbarment of F. Leland Jones, 
St. Louis attorney, for alleged 
solicitation of damage suit cases, 
was sought in a proceeding filed 
in the Missouri Supreme Court, 
today. 

The action was brought by the 
State Bar Advisory Committee, 
the legal arm of the court in po- 
licing the practice of law through- 
out the state. 

In nine counts, the committee 
charged Jones had obtained nine 
cases of solicitation since 1955, 
most of them against railroads. 
None of the cases appeared to 
have originated or been tried in 
Missouri. 

Jones is charged in the pro- 
ceeding with employing a man 
listed as Walter G. Candy of 
Cincinnati to seek out persons 
with claims for personal injuries 
or death under the Federal Em- 
ployes Liability Act. It is al- 
leged that Jones paid Candy for 
his services. 

Individuals allegedly solicited 
were residents mainly of Ohio 
and Kentucky, the committee in- 
dicated.

For ex- 
ample, he noted, eight days ago 
the parties were negotiating’ but 
now 500,000 workers are on 
strike and the industry is 
paralyzed. 


To Make ‘Periodic’ Reports. 

Mitchell said he intended to 
make “periodic” reports to the 
President on the results of his 
search for facts about the strike.

“Not one Conservative news- 
paper attacked me, only the op- 
position,” he said.

LONDON, July 22 (AP)—An- 
other Canadian financier has 


forged ahead in British journal-| ; 


ism. In one bold stroke he got 
control of a newspaper and a 
new fortune. 


For Roy Herbert Thomson, 
65 - year-old financier-publisher 
from Toronto, it is the biggest 
deal in a lifetime of big deals. 

Inevitably he invites compar- 
fson with another Canadian who 
owns a big slice of Btitain’s 
press, Lord Beaverbrook, for 
years one of the most colorful 
names on Fleet street. Beaver- 
brook bosses the big circulation 
Daily Express and three other 
major newspapers. 

Physically there is a strong 
resemblance. Both are small, 
chubby, dynamic men who look 
like cheerful gnomes. 

Now Thomson has got control 
of the giant Kemsley group, one 
of Britain’s oldest and most 
powerful print enterprises. It 
publishes four Sunday newspa- 
pers, including the Sunday 
Times, and the country’s biggest 
string of papers outside London.

Their combined circulation is 
nearly 14,000,000. In addition 
there are several sporting news- 
papers and many annuals and 
occasional publications. 

thomson owns 29 newspapers 
and several radio stations in 
Canada and the United States.

LONDON, July 22 (AP) — A 
Church of England official ruled 
today that Selby Abbey in York- 
shire can’t have Sir Jacob Ep- 
stein’s controversial statue of 


Christ—even as a gift. 

The chancellor of the diocese 
of York, W. S. Wigglewsworth, 
said: 

‘I am satisfied there is a sub- 
stantial body of opinion against 
the introduction (into the abbey) 
of this statue.’’ He added that it | 
might cause “discord in the | 
parish.” 

The vicar of Selby Abbey, the 
Rev. J. A. P. Kent, asked New 
York-born Epstein a year ago to 
leave his six-tone statue to the 
abbey in his will. ‘“You can have 
it as a gift,”’ the 79-year-old Ep- 
stein replied. 

The 11-foot statue—which the 
sculptor called ‘‘Ecce Homo’’— 
has been without a home for 25 
years. 

Ecce homo is latin for “behold 
the man,”’ the words used by 
Pilate in presenting Christ, wear- 
ing his crown of thorns, to the 
crowds in Jerusalem. 

The statue is massive and an- 
gular. Christ’s chin is square, 
his lips pursed, his nose broad 
and flat. 


YOUTHS ADMIT LOCKING UP 
BOY FOUND DEAD IN ICEBOX 


HOUSTON, Tex., July 22 (UPI) 
—Five teen-age boys today con- 
fessed they dragged another boy, 


12 years old, into an abandoned 
shack where three of them sex- 
ually abused him, then locked 
him in an icebox where he suf- 
focated. 

Police said the five signed 
satements in the death of Wil- 
liam M. Rodenheimer III, whose 
body was found yesterday inside 
the icebox, Officers said mur- 
der charges would be filed 
against two of the boys, each 17 
years old. They were identified 
as Joe Edward Smith and Adrian 
Johnson. 

Detectives worked through the 
night to solve the killing ‘of 
young Bondenheimer, which 
came about because the boy hap- 
pened to ride past on his bicycle 
as the gang walked down the 
street “looking for something to 
do.”” An autopsy showed the boy 
died of suffocation. The body 
was discovered yesterday morn- 
ing by a searching party that in- 
cluded the boy’s mother, Mrs.

Of Red Dogma, But Biologists 


Still Operate Under Shackles | 


‘ouch ban in Eclipse Since Stalin’s 
Death, Apparently Back in Limited 
Official Favor, But His Field Has Not 
Attained Freedom Granted Others. 


This is the third of a series of articles comparing scien- 
tific progress in the Soviet Union and the United States. It 
is based on interviews by the following science reporters of 
the New York Times: John W. Finney, John A. Osmundsen, 
Robert K. Plumb, Harold M. Schmeck Jr. and Walter Sullivan.

NEW YORK, July 22. 


OF THE 23 MEMBERS OF THE EDITORIAL BOARD of the 
Soviet publication Botanichesky Zhurnal (the Botanical Journal) 
all but two have been dismissed recently for alleged hostility to 
the view of academician Trofim D. Lysenko. 


This action, confirmed by the 
journal, has shocked scientists in 
the West, who thought such dic- 
tatorial treatment of their Soviet 
colleagues had ended. 

In fact, the episode runs coun- 
ter to the liberation of almost 
all other fields of Soviet science 
frem the shackles of Communist 
dogma. 

This liberation, which followed 
the death of Stalin in 1953, re- 
leased a tremendous reservoir of 
intellectual energy in Russia. 
The result has been a surge of 
scientific accomplishment. 

Actually, the recent resurgence 
of Prof. Lysenko does not seem 
comparable to his status in the 
immediate postwar period, in 
which his theories and others 
ridiculed in the West were 
rammed down the throats of So- 
viet scientists. Those in open Op- 
position were regarded ‘as trai- 
tors. 

What many in the West did not 
realize was that the government 
generaFy left alone those who 
were working in the most impor- 
tant physical sciences. Thus, 
while the West was lulled into 
complacence, the Russians 
moved ahead rapidly. 

It has been said that Lysenko 
did more harm to western bal- 
listics than he did to Soviet 
biology. 


IT .WAS HIS CONTENTION 
that an organism could transmit 
to the next generation character- 
istics it acquired during its life- 
time. His views were to some 
extent anticipated by the highly 
successful plant-breeder, Ivan V. 
Michurin. They fitted nicely into 
the Communist program to “re- 
make nature.’ 

In classic gerietics, new heredi- 
tary characteristics are intro- 
duced only by accidental muta- 
tion of the germ plasma that 
passes patterns of heredity to the 
offspring. Such mutations can be 
caused, for example, by radia- 
tion. 

Lysenko rose rapidly to power 
before the war, and by 1948 clas- 
sic heredity became a heresy. 
Instances multiplied in which 
Western scientific theories were 
proscribed, 

Dr. Alga B. Lepeshinskaya pro- 
posed that cells could develop 
from non-cellular matter. This 
was contrary to the view of Dr. 
Rudolph Virchow that, since the 
origin of life, each new cell had 
been the child of some other cell. 

This concept of Dr. Virchow 
and others has been the founda- 
tion of biological science for 100 
years. Mme. Lepeshinskaya de- 
scribed him as ‘‘a reactionary in 
science as well as politics.” 

In 1952, Dr. Aleksander N. 
Nesmeyanov, head of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences, signed a direc- 
tive ‘‘approving” her theory. 


THE POST-WAR SOVIET at- 
tempt to suppress Western scien- 
tific theories in favor of home- 
grown ones has been attributed 
to a surge of Russian national 
pride. It also seems to have been 
based on the conviction of those 
in power that the Russian 
theories were “practical,’’ not 
“idealistic.” 


Nevertheless, even before 
Stalin died- in 1953, it had be- 
come obvious that, to meet the 
challenge of American nuclear 
supremacy, Soviet physicists had 
to be given ample support and 
a free hand. 

Last year, after visiting the 
Soviet Union, Dr. Robert E. 
Marshak, a high-energy physicist 
at the University of Rochester, 
wrote in the bulletin of atomic 
scientists: “Scientific f re e dom 
has essentially been re-estab- 
lished in the Soviet Union since 
Stalin’s death.” 


After the death of Stalin, 
Lysenko’s decline was rapid. He 
was attacked in the Soviet press 
and by the party secretary, 
Nikita Khrushchev. Last August 
the Botanical Journal openly as- 
sailed Lysenko’s view that the 
influences of environment could 
be inherited. 


Then, unexpectedly, there was 
a reaction. That same month, 
on Aug. 20, the tenth Interna- 
tional Congress of Genetics was 
to convene in Montreal — the 
largest such meeting ever held. 

Twenty-seven geneticists from 
the Soviet Union had sent in 
abstracts of papers they planned 
to present, representing both 
schools of genetics. 

On Aug. 12, according to Dr. 
Ernst W. Casperi, program 
chairman of the meeting, letters 
and cables began coming in from 
the non-Lysenkoists. They gave 
him various reasons for being 
unable to come. When the con- 
ference opened, there were nine 


Russians on hand — all Lysen- 
koists. 


DR. CASPERI is professor of 
biology at Wesleyan University 
in Middletown, Conn. He de- 
clined to speculate on the signif- 
icance of the incident, but the 
permanent international com- 
mittee on genetics congresses 
expressed its ‘‘deep concern’’ at 
the sudden depletion of the 
Soviet delegation. 

On Dec. 14, the Soviet news- 
paper Pravda published an edi- 
torial attacking the editors. of 
the Botanical Journal for allow- 
ing its pages to be used for at- 
tacks on the “‘materialist agro- 
biology” of Lysenko. 

Later that month, Lysenko, al- 
though not a party member, was 
permitted to address a full meet- 
ing of the Central Committee of 
the Communist party. 


Possibly this return to grace 
resulted from the rallying to Ly- 
senko’s support of old and influ- 
ential friends within the party. 
Premier ‘Khrushchev takes a 
strong interest in agricultural 
production. He and other Soviet 
leaders may have felt that the 
practical accomplishments vf 
Michurin and Lysenko were 
more important than the contro- 
versy over their genetic theories. 

At the same time, most of the 
more than 50 American scien- 
tists interviewed in preparation 
of this series doubt that Lysen- 
ko will ever rule Soviet science 
as he once did. The re-entry of 
Communist dogma appears lim- 
ited to genetics although, of 
course, it continues to be a fac- 
tor in the social sciences. 


EVEN IN GENETICS, work 
along Western lines seems to be 
continuing quietly. One Amer- 
ican who has just returned from 
Russia was told by many scien- 
tists there that Lysenko was 
considered unscientific and had 
little influence in academic 
circles. 

There also are rumors that, 
within the sacrosanct precincts 
of Soviet nuclear research, some 
good work is being done in clas- 
sic genetics, based on mutations 
induced by- artificial radiation. 

In most areas of science the 


current Soviet environment is | Ag/ 


highly favorable. The successful 
scientist enjoys material benefits 
comparable, within his own s0- 
ciety, to those of a bank presi- 
dent in the United States. His 
income is in the top brackets 
and the government enables him 
to have a car, with chauffeur, 
as well as a summer cottage. 
More important, he is appreci- 
ated. 

“In the U.S.S.R., learning and 
accomplishment are respected 
and honored in a way not even 
approached in the U.S.A.” With 
these strong words the eight 
members of the American Engi- 
neering Education Exchange 
Mission open their report on a 
visit to the Soviet Union last 
November. 

The delegation leader was 
Frederick C. Lindvall, chairman 
of the division of engineering at 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology. The report appears in 
the May issue of the Journal of 
Engineering Education. « 

Dr. Walter O. Roberts, direc- 
tor of the high altitude observa- 
tory in Colorado, tells of his en- 
counter, last year, with a Stalin- 
grad doorman. The American, 
having returned to his hotel late 
at night, sat in the lobby, dis- 
cussing with the doorman his 
plans for the next day. 


ONE OF THE “SIGHTS” the 
doorman insisted he must see 
was a local institute, which 
boasted a professor of theoreti- 
cal chemistry. The presence of 
this professor was a point of 
municipal pride, along with such 
items as the city hall. and sports 
stadium. 

It has been said that the Com- 
munists have given to science 
some of the aura which they 
have denied to religion. Perhaps 
the most universal comment of 
returning Americans is the feel- 
ing of dedication which they en- 
countered in Soviet laboratories. 

Some Americans, such as Dr. 
Marshak, point out that the Unit- 
ed States has only recently 
emerged from a period when 
“McCarthyism” and _ suspicion 
“rode roughshod over scientists,”’ 
Yet he emphasizes that this peri-

THE UNITED STATES and 
Soviet Academies of Sciences 
announced agreement yesterday 
on a extensive exchange of 
scientists to promote greater 
scientific. co-operation between 
the two nations. 

Some 88 research scientists 
will be exchanged by the two 
academies to deliver lectures, 
carry out research and observe 
scientific progress in the other 
nation. 

In addition, the two academies 
will organize joint scientific sym- 
posia on “current scientific prob- 
lems,” exchange invitations 
important scientific meetings, 
and arrarige for the exchange of 
scientific publications. 

The agreement will permit the 
most extensive formal exchange 
of scientists and scientific re- 
search results that has yet taken 
place between the two nations. 
In announcing the signature of 
the agreement by the presidents 
of the two academies, the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences said 
it would “substantially increase 
the exchange of scientists be- 
tween the two nations.” 

The exchange program is an 
outgrowth of the cultural ex- 
change agreement reached by 
the two nations in January 1958. 
Since then the academies, with 
considerable delays on both 
sides, have been working out 
details of the exchange. 


THE AGREEMENT, which 
covers a two-year period and 
can be extended, was signed on 
July 9 by Dr. Detlev W. Bronk, 
president of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences of the United 
States, and academician A. A. 
Nesmeyanov, president of the 
Academy of Sciences of the 
U.S.S.R. The preamble to the 
agreement states that the pro- 
gram has “the purpose of pro- 
moting further scientific - co- 
optration between American and 
Soviet scientists.” 

Extensive informal scientific 
exchanges, arranged by indi- 
vidual scientists, scientific soci- 
eties and universities, already 
are being carried out between 
the two nations. As emphasized 


in its announcement, the pro- 
gram is designed to supplement

Draft Plan Wins

Ministers of Seven 
Countries. 


STOCKHOLM, July 22 (AP)— 

MINISTERS OF SEVEN Euro-

“agreement in principle to form 
@ second west European free 
trade association. 


A communique from the trade 
talks at the seaside resort of 
Salts-jeobaden near Stockholm 
/said the ministers had approved 
‘a draft plan for the new associa- 
| tion, 

Fifteen ministers and about 100 
officials of Austria, Britain, Den- 
mark, Norway, Portugal, Sweden 
and Switzerland have been meet- 
ing here. Under the chairman- 
ship of Sweden’s minister of 
trade, Gunnar Lange, they “have 
decided to recommend to their 
governments that a European 
free trade association among the 
seven countries should be estab- 
lished,” the communique said. 


“The object of this association 


rather than supplant informal 
exchanges. 

The agreement establishes the 
following three categories of ex- 
changes: 

1. Approximately 20 promi- 
nent scientists from each coun- 
try will spend up to a month 
in the other nation delivering 
lectures, conducting seminars 
on scientific problems and ob- 
serving -research work in 
progress. 

2. Another 18 scientists from 
each nation will spend one 
month in the laboratories of 
the other nation observing 
current research in their sci- 
entific specialties. 


3. Six scientists of each na- 
tion will spend up to a year in 
the other nation carrying out 
research in their specialties 
alongside their foreign col- 
leagues. 


Diplomatic restrictions on the 
travel of Soivet citizens within 
the United States will apply 
to Soviet scientists who come 
to the United States under the 
exchange program. State De- 
partment officials said, how- 
ever, that these restrictions 
should pose no maior problem 
since few major universities or 
laboratories lie within restricted 
areas and exceptions can be

The agreement specifies 40 
fields of specialized. scientific 
research, ranging from limnol- 
ogy (the study of lakes) to cytol- 
ogy (the study of cells).

Mr. Cannon Replies 


In response to an editorial of 
July 8 on the Meramec Valley proj- 
ect, your citation of the payment 
of $8000 an acre for a site for the 
Chrysler automobile manufacturing 
plant—in the commercial area—as 
justification for the expenditure of 
$1475 on each acre to protect 42,500 
acres of farm land valued by the 
county assessor at an average of 
less than $100 an acre, is too absurd 
to require an answer. 


The 24 projects in other states to 
which the editorial refers are proj- 
ect surveys, costing only in the 
thousands—not millions—which will 
determine total cost and feasibility 
of projects for later authorization 
consideration by the Congress. The 
Meramec dams are already au- 
thorized and their costs are known, 
They are estimated to cost $75,000,- 
000 and will, of course, cost more 
if the record of underestimation by 
the Corps of Engineers, as brought 
out in the hearings, is continued— 
as undoubtedly it will be. 

Every dollar of the ‘$75,000,000 
will have to be borrowed as we are 
already billions of dollars in the red 
-—and will increase the national 
debt by that amount—and will to 
that extent lower the buying power 
of all wages and increase the cost 
of living of every family in America. 

That kind of spending—spending 
money we do not have for things 
we can get along without—has al- 
ready reduced the buying power of 
the dollar from $1.08 to 47 cents— 
more than doubling the price of 
groceries and all other living costs. 


The engineers have already spent 
$690,000 surveying this area with 
nothing to show for the money but 
‘a bunch of blueprints. Now the 
Post-Dispatch wants to spend $150,- 
000 more—a total of $840,000 just 
planning—not building—a project 
which is very close to being eco- 
nomically unjustified.

With this record in mind Congress has 
heard five major proposals so far this year; . 

1. President Eisenhower, would extend the 
life of the ‘Civil Rights Commission for two 
years, grant temporary federal aid to locali- 
ties adjusting té school integration, make it 


a federal offense to use or threaten férce to 


obstruct such integration; and give the At- 
torney General power to subpena and inspéct 
federal. veting records. 

2. Senator Johnson of Texas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, agrees to extending the term. of 
the commission ahd to giving the Government 
subpena powers, and adds’a proposal for a 
federal “community relations service” to me- 
diate rights disputes. . 

3. With Northern liberal support, Senator 
Douglas proposes $200,000,000 for five years 
of federal aid for schools facing integration 
problems. He would also restore Section 3, 
eliminated from the 1957 bill, to let the Attor- 
ney General sue to enjoin anyone from de- 
priving others of their rights-—including equal 
educational rights. 

4. The House Judiciary subcommittee has 
accepted Mr. Eisenhower's proposals plus Sec- 
tion 3, which the President supported in 1957 
but opposes this year on the ground it might 
stiffen Southern resistance, 

5. The Senate Judiciary Constitutional 
Rights subcommittee. has approved, 4 to.3, a 
bill continuing the Rights Commission and re- 
quiring preservation of federal voting records 
for possible federal inspection. Chairman 
Hennings of Missouri says this is the best 
his subcommittee can do ahd he hopes for 
stronger legislation from the Senate floor. 

Senator Hennings ‘undoubtedly has in mind 
the fact that principle is subordinated to tac- 
tics in civil rights issues. In 1957, the Hotise 
passed a fairly strong bill but the Senate 
weakened it by ekminating Section 3. The 
Senate, however, was faced with the prospect 
of no. action of any kind until it by-passed 
the Southern-dominated Judiciary Committee 
through the initiative of former Republican 
Leader Knowland of California.

Editor John F. Wells of the weekly Ar- 
kansas Recorder of Little Rock has been 
granted the annual Elijah Parish Lovejoy 
Award for courage in journalism, at Southern 
Illinois University, The choice of the re- 
cipient is excellent. “ . 

Mr. Wells’s weekly paper published on 
contract a digest of bills in the Arkansas Gen- 
eral Assembly and thig contract helped keep 
the Recorder in operation. Yet the editor did 
not hesitate to call the defeat of racial moder- 
ate Brooks Hays for re-election to Oongress 
a “conspiracy” by the Faubus state adminis- 
tration and to charge numerous irregularities. 
The Little Rock weekly was an important 
factor in causing Congress to conduct its 
current investigation of the Hays-Alford race. 

The Lovejoy citation. commends Mr. Wells 
for persisting in active support of law and 
order “alfhough confronted by personal un- 
popularity, political disfavor and economic 
reprisals.” Not all the courage is displayed 
on large city newspapers. A list of the Love- 
joy award winners shows ‘weekly editors do 
their share of standing up against the things 
that are wrong.’ ! 

Editor Wells lost his state printing .con- 
tract, but gained something important: Repu- 
tation for integrity under heavy pressure. 


The Seven and the Six 


What the representatives of the Outer 
Seven, the seven-nation trade bloc which is 
to parallel the Inner Six of the European 
Common Market, decide in Stockholm could 
be as important as the East-West talks in 
Geneva. The Treaty of Stockholm, to be 
ready for signing by Nov. 1, together with 
the Treaty of Rome could involve Europe in 
a trade war between the 170,000,000 people 
of the Inner Six and the 85,000,000 of the 
Outer Seven, destroying Western unity. 

The British and the Swedes, prime movers 
in the new bloc, have asserted from the be- 
ginning that they have no such discriminatory 
objective, and the Six show no alarm. The 
Seven primarily want to keep pace with the 
Six. So their experts have drawn up a 10- 
year over-all plan which should bring them 
to the same point at the same time as the Six, 
working on a 12-year schedule but with an 
earlier start. There is hope for a merger of 
the two blocs in even less time. 

Americans should not underestimate the 
vastness of the realignments now in progress. 
The new economic Europe ought to be getting 
more thought than seems to be devoted to it 
in Washington these days. We also should be 
preparing to keep in step. 

It is possible, of course, that these grand 
concepts may collapse. De Gaulle, with his 
intense feelings of nationalism, may drag his 
feet. Some German industrialists, not. ‘good 
Europeans” like Adenauer, believe it is in 
their self-interest to pull out. In fact, there 
are tariff-protected firms in all European 
countries reluctant to adjust to the new 
scheme of things. Yet opponents are short- 
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property taxés will also have a claim, as will 
those who pay cigarette and gasoline taxes 
and merchants’ and manufacturers’ taxes. The 
question is how the municipal tax burden can 
most equitably be distributed, 

This is too important a question to be an- 
swered solely by the amount of organized 
pressure each taxpaying group can exert on 
the Mayor and aldermen. We believe Mayor 


Tucker would be well advised to adopt a tech- — 


nique he has used in other areas of municipal 
policy, and appoint a panel of taxation ex- 
perts to bring in a fact-finding report with 
recommendations.

How should it be distributed for maxi- 
mum equity? How does our distribution com- 
pare with that in other.cities? What tax 


structure will best: advance the general wel-~ 


fare of the whole city? Expert answers to 
such questions, calmly formulated free from 
political pressures, would be a most useful 
guide for both the city Administration and 
the public in next year’s tax debate. 


A Conservative Choice

out in nominating Frederick Henry Mueller 
to be Secretary of Commerce. Mr. Mueller 
was confirmed by the Senate earlier this year 
as Under Secretary, and no opposition is ex- 
pected to his confirmation for the top post. 


‘After the battering taken by Lewis L. Strauss 


in his unsuccessful fight to be confirmed as 


‘Commerce Secretary, Mr. Eisenhower might 


have had difficulty in persuading an outsider 
to take the job, especially in view of the fact 
the Administration has only 18 months to run. 

Mr. Mueller is a former Grand Rapids fur- 
niture manufacturer. During two years as 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce for Domes- 
tic Affairs, which preceded his service as 
Under Secretary, he was known as an ardent 
high-tariff spokesman. Whether he has the 
force, or. the time, to set departmental poli- 


‘cies On a more conservative course than was 


followed under Secretary Sinclair Weeks, is 
problematical. He will be the second cabinet 
member from Michigan, the other being Post- 
master General Arthur E. Summerfield.

Nor can we entrust the inter- 
ests of the nation to a power 
struggle between the unions and 
the companies, however much 
this struggle be prettified by 
calling it “‘free bargaining.”

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22 
(AP)—After 17 years, the “bird- 
man of Alcatraz” has left the 
Rock. 

Robert F. Stroud, 69 years old, 
has been transferred from the 
maximum security federal prison 
in San Francisco bay to the fed- 
eral medical center at Spring- 
field, Mo. 

Stroud has known nothing but 
the inside of prison walls since 
1909 when he was sentenced to 
12 years for killing a Juneau 
(Alaska) bartender. 

In 1916, at Leavenworth, he 
killed a guard in a dining hall. 
He was placed in solitary con- 
finement. 

He had a laboratory and 22 
lve birds at Leavenworth and 
became an authority on bird dis- 
eases. He was transferred to Al- 
catraz in 1942. 

Word of Stroud’s transfer to 
Springfield came from Stroud 


himself in a letter to Stanley A. 
Furman, a Beverly Hills at- 
torney who has been working for 
the birdman’s release. 

Dated July 15, and mailed from 
Springfield, the letter read: 

“I was stopped while going to 
the yard Monday morning (July 
13). I arrived here only about 
four hours ago. 

“I have already been told that 
I have the run of my ward, have 
met old friends, one going back 
to 1913, and have seen my first 
TV. 

“T have twice as much space 
to walk as I had in the yard at 
Alcatraz. I am out in the ward 
up to 10 p.m. and I have a night 
call button in my room in case 
of illness.” 

At Leavenworth, Stroud wrote 
“Stroud’s Digest of Disease of 
Birds,” regarded by many ex- 
perts as the best work on bird 
pathology ever published.

As free 
men in a proud Union, we cannot permit this rich in- 
dustry to push us backward to conditions that existed 
before 1936. Because millions of Americans are af- 
fected by this shutdown, I.would like to answer the 
questions most people are asking. 


Can the steel companies “afford’’ a wage increase? 


Profits of the Steel Industry thus far this year have broken 
all records. It’s a complete certainty that 1959 will be 
the best profit year in the Steel Industry’s history. 
Based on latest reports the Steel Industry’s profits for 
1959 should run well over $2,000,000,000 (2 billion 
dollars). This amounts to over 39 million dollars 
profit every week. That’s over 5 million dollars 
in profits every day of the year. 

When the men in the mills help companies and in- 
vestors to make these staggering profits . . . isn’t it 
logical that they should be entitled to a fair share of this 
growing prosperity? 


Have other industries increased wages in 1959? 


YES. Millions of workers have already received wage in- 
creases. Many of these workers are in industries where 
wages are considerably higher than in the Steel Industry 

. . such as bituminous coal mining, building construc- 
tion, and flat glass manufacturing. Workers have also 
been given wage increases and other benefits in these 
industries petroleum, refining, aircraft) chemicals, ce- 
ment, trucking, electrical manufacturing, automobiles, 
agricultural implements, shipbuilding and dozens of 
others.

Is more steel being produced by fewer workers? 


Definitely yes! While. production is breaking all records, 
fewer and fewer Steelworkers are being employed by the 
Industry. 


The facts show that employment costs per ton of steel 
are falling. Due to increased output of Steelworkers; 
employment costs per ton now are less than they 
were in 1958 or 1957. 

These facts alone are proof enough that Steelworkers 
should share in benefits that result from technological 
advances in the Industry. 


How will a wage increase for Steelworkers affect 


all Americans? 


Everybody stands to gain by higher wages and salaries. 


Business expands only where there are people who are 
able to buy the products of industry. It goes without 
saying that only people can buy or use goods. If your 
pay envelope is too thin you cannot be a customer except 
for the barest necessities of life. 


What about the steel companies cry of “inflation?” 


It became obvious on June 10 that the Industry is far more 


interested in ripping important benefits out of our con- 
tracts than they are in their ‘‘Save-America-From- 
Inflation’’ hoax. They vaguely hinted at a “modest” 
wage bribe if the Steelworkers would take a disastrous 
backward step which would wreck every gain the Union 
has made in its long history. June 10 was the day they 
handed us the infamous 8-point “Break the Union” 
proposal . . . designed to reduce workers to industrial 
slaves, subject to the whims of management. 


What has the Steel Industry offered? 


During the entire 10-week period of negotiations, the Steel 


Industry has not offered anything, except the bribe men- 
tioned above. 


What is the answer? 


The answer is not for rich Steel industrialists to hide behind 


enormous profits while the rest of the nation suffers 
from the shutdown. 

I do not know why the Industry chooses to reward 
its employees record-breaking production with only a 
“backward step” plan that would destroy benefits work- 
ers have fought for and won down through the years. 

But this I do know. The proposals made to the In- 
dustry on behalf of the Steelworkers are reasonable. The 
Industry can well afford them... and still leave profits 
at a record level. 

I call upon the leaders of the Steel Industry to measure 
up to their responsibilities to the Steelworkers and to 
the Nation. want the nation to know that the 
United Steelworkers has tried diligently through 
the process of collective bargaining to negotiate 
a fair and reasonable settlement.

As the hearings went on the 
eyes, ears and minds of the 
Senators became more and more 
tT tuned to the unmistak- 
able frequency of the brother- 
hood’s wavelength. Their qués- 
tions on the subject became in- 
creasingly penetrating. Every 
single witness, however, the com- 
mittee noticed after a while, 
tautened visibly and audibly 
when this line of questioning be- 
gan. The regular interrogation 
about their individual back- 
grounds, associations, business 
and income. were bad enough. 
But the moment the Mafia was 
mentioned they froze in a pe- 
culiar way. 

Senator Kefauver listened to all 
this and a lot more. His original 
frank disbelief changed to doubt 
and then conviction. 
where it went,” he wrote, “the 
committee found evidence to 
support the. belief that the un- 
derworld cognoscenti found it 
healthier not to talk about the 
Mafia. We questioned a. number 
of witnesses. . . . None of these 
vaunted tough boys wanted to 
admit any knowledge of the 
Mafia. But the Mafia is there 
all right.” 

But it was New York City that 
hit the Senator and his colleagues 
in the midriff. 

For eight days of public hear- 
ings in March, 1951, the top New 
York City racketeers and their 
political associates squirmed as 
Chief Counsel Rudolph Halley 
calmly and carefully dissected 
them before the fascinated gaze 
of the whole country through 
television. It showed people, 
among other things, a very clear 
picture of how the brotherhood 
operates. 

No one “was much surprised 
when Ex-Mayor William O’Dwyer 
who had in the meanwhile, in- 
credibly enough, been made 
United States ambassador to 
Mexico, was invited to appear 
before the committee. O’Dwyer 
arrived in New York dapper, 
cocky and obviously convinced 
that his prestige would carry 
him through a short interroga- 
tion without difficulty. Halley 
had planned the proceedings 


somewhat differently. Little by” 


little, O’Dwyer’s habit of ex- 
changing favors at his command 
for political support and ‘“‘cam- 
paign funds’ evolved. — 
Halley next began to question 
O’Dwyer about the years when 
he was district attorney, and was 
investigating Albert Anastasia 
and the organization known as 
Murder, Incorporated. For the 
first time, O’Dwyer became ir- 
ritable and openly nervous. 
Murder, Inc. — as the news- 
papers came to call it—was un- 
questionably the invention of 
three dons: Anastasia, Joe Adon- 
is and Frank Costello. Actually, 
it was not an invention at all. It 
was simply the transposition to 
the United States of an ancient 
Sicilian system. The three New 
York capi mafiosi had realized 
that the whole business of corpo- 
ral punishment and eventual exe- 
cution was being administered in 
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The late ALBERT ANASTASIA was one of the founders and 
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Grim History of Murder, Inc. 
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an executive in Murder, Inc., which was organized to put 


Mafia killings on a more business-like basis.

a sloppy and dangerous’ manner. 
They must have, as one had in 
Sicily, a pool of'trained, experi- 
enced and reliable bravos who 
would maim or kill on order for 
a reasonable stipend. This 
seemed to them not only reason- 
able but imperative. 

After careful screening of 
many candidates, they picked 
Abe (Kid Twist) Reles, a vicious 
and utterly ruthless sharpshooter 
of the Brooklyn rackets as well 
as a competent executive, as 
leader of their unique squad. 
Abe Reles was no mafioso, but 
In less than a decade Murder, 
Inc., at the behest of its mas- 
ters, disposed of approximate- 
ly 130 rivals and recalcitrants 
with gun, icepick, cleaver and 
rope. 

Finally, over the years, the po- 
lice had been able to accumulate 
enough information from subor- 
dinates to construct a strong 
case against Reles. Kid Twist 
was arrested. To the amazement 
of the district attorney's office 
he broke down almost imme- 
diately. In exchange for a prom- 
ise of leniency for his own 
crimes, he began to talk. Even 
the district attorney's office of 
New York County had never, nor 
have they since, heard such a 
recitation of almost incredible, 
cold-blooded savagery. Reles was 
not only willing to talk, he was 
also willing to testify in court. 

Eight murderers went to the 
electric chair and 47 of their as- 
sistants to prison for long terms. 
The district attorney’s office was 
getting ready to arrest and prose- 
cute Albert Anastasia, whom Kid 
Twist had denounced with others 
as corroborative witnesses, when 
one of the most fantastic inci- 
dents in the often fantastic his- 


tory of the New York City Police © 


Department occurred. 

Reles was in protective cus- 
tody awaiting Anastasia’s indict- 
ment and the trial at which he 
was to testify. Six detectives of 
the district attorney's staff, un- 
der the command of Capt. 


Frank C. Bals—a favorite of 
O’Dwyer’s whom he later made 


= Don 


Umberto. All charges 
against Anastasia were dropped. 
His ‘“‘Wanted Fugitive” card in 
the Police Department’s active 
file was withdrawn at the be- 
hest of James Moran—the same 
Moran who later became O’Dwy, 
er’s executive when he was may- 
or—who was then chief clerk 
of the Brooklyn district attor- 
ney’s. office. His appointment 
had been arranged by O’Dwyer. 

If Ambassador O’Dwyer was 
uncomfortable then, he was to 
become even more so. Kefauver, 
Tobey and Halley put other 
pieces together slowly and me- 
thodically. Anastasia himself 
had testified in an executive 
session of the committee, and 
his testimony was never made 
public. It was far from co-op- 
erative, but it furnished many 
leads indicating his close con- 
tacts with his equally exalted 
brethren, Joe Adonis and Frank 
Costello, and through them with 
Tammany Hall and finally the 
mayor. Joe Adonis testified 
openly. Without his seeming to 
realize it, the capo mafioso 
shocked even Halley. His police 
record was very long and in- 
cluded arrests for extortion, kid- 
naping, grand larceny and felon- 
ious assault. 


With relatively little pleading 
of the Fifth Amendment, Don 
Giuseppe took the senators 
through his extraordinary career 
from the time that he was pro- 
prietor of Joe’s Italian Kitchen 
at the corner of Fourth Avenue 
and Carol Street in Brooklyn, to 
the present. After his pistol car- 
rying days of. the Prohibition 
era were over and he had made 
a substantial fortune (like so 
many of the mafiosi), he be- 
came a combination restaura- 
teur, political fixer and finan- 
cier. The list of the regular 
guests in his restaurant included 
an assistant attorney general of 
the state, the minority leader of 
the State Assembly, the Demo- 
cratic leader of Brooklyn, judges 
ranging in rank from city mag- 
istrates to State Supreme Court 
justices, borough presidents, 
Tammany sachems and district 
leaders both Democratic and 
Republican. One of Don Giusep- 
pe’s most regular patrons was 
William O’Dwyer—as district at- 
torney of New York County and 
later 2s the city’s mayor. Oth-

Their rages were ungovern- 
able, but they were not di- 
agnosed as schizophrenic 
(split personality) or psychotic 
(insane). All were physically 
healthy and had normal or 
above-normal intelligence. One 
had an 1.Q. of 130, very close 
to genius. 


Yet all were highly aggressive, 
confused children. They ‘hated 
the world. They hated each 
other. In the words of Dr. Redil, 
Vienna-born chief of the child 
research brarich, they were 
“wound up tight, extremely hos- 
tile and suspicious." 

Some came from broken, fami- 
lies, but Dr. Red! does not be- 
lieve the widespread modern 
phenomenon of divorce has 
much to do with the beserk 
traits such children develop. 


Two of the six were raised in 
abject poverty; the others came 
from average American fame. 
Two-had served time in 
schools, and one had set more 
than 30 fires. One of the slum- 
born youngsters idolized an old- 
er brother who has been sen- 
tenced to death for murder.

“First I'd say we have pretty 
well established a type of child 
disturbance which is different 
from all the others,” Dr. Redl 
says. 

“The data we have gathered is 
. $0 enormous—it fills more than 


gression within that you mess up 
your whole life. 

“Once a child develops this 
type of aggression, what's good 
for the normal child just doesn’t 
fit him. Parents sometimes 
blame themselves. They feel 
guilty because the child acts that 
way, but it’s not their fault. 
There’s nothing they can do. 

“What worries us is that we 
are producing this type of child 
in very large quantities—some- 
times as early as 6 years old— 
and we don’t know why.” 

Such youngsters are known as 
“acting-out” children. Utterly 
lacking in controls, they have to 
act out every impulse, every 
frustration, instantly and vio- 
lently. 

Where normal youngsters may 
fight, yell, sulk, break things and 
briefly rebel against parental or 
classroom discipline, the six 
chosen for Dr. Redl’s marathon 
investigation could only express 
their egos in sly and vicious mis- 
deeds or in outbreaks of pro- 
longed and primitive ferocity. 

In general, says Redl, they op- 
erated on the theory that life is 
no good, people are no good, and 
daydreaming in a world of fan- 
tasy is the only way out. 

Tough, hair-triggered tense 
and belligerent when they ar- 
rived —‘“‘they’d bite anybody,” 
says Redi—it took nearly five 
months in the medical clinic 
ward to soothe the boys along 
to a point where they grudgingly 
consented to talk things over.

Two large padded mats cover 
most of the floor, and when a 
boy loses control and needs to 
be restrained, two counselors 
have him lie face down while 
one straddles his back and the 
other gently but firmly holds his 
arms. 

In these rages, says Dr. Long, 
the disturbed youngster screams 
the wildest threats—and ‘means 
them. 

In his manical thinking, the 
boy really believes it when he 
says, “I can destroy all of you.” 

Never in their long years of 
treatment have any of the boys 
been physically punished. Dr. 
Redl says: 

“They had too much of that 
before they came to us, For an 
over-aggressive child, it’s the 
worst thing in the world. 


“We haven't found any 
shortcut in treating these 
youngsters. Even under the 
best conditions, it’s a long 
haul. We don’t expect mira- 
cles.” 


For the past two years the 
boys have been going to selected 
public.schools, making the trip 
by taxicab or station wagon. 
After school, they return to their 
supervised cottage life. 

One of the boys played center 
on a school basketball team 
which won the city champion- 
ship.. Another writes songs and 
plays a guitar.
